do about as they please. 


They exen.-i.-e their ingenuity in pro- 


riding all sorts of entertainments to 
relieve the iiioiiotoiiy of the pas--=iii^ 
ua\s. ShufllelMKird and, de<-k golf, riug 
tovs aud bull board and u concert u-u- 
aily sullice for the brief journey across 
the Atlantic ocean, but on the more dts- 
taut voyages to India or Aus-trblia or 
down the long coa««t of Suiiih America 
those mild umusfiiieiit.s i«ill ui>on the 
voyasers. and they plaii something 
more elaborate. Tournaments of vari- 
ous kinds, races of ei ery sort, lectures 
and plays are the order of tbe day. 


Hut the most time honored and ex- 


travagant revelries are sure to take 
place when the ship crosses the imag- 
inary Hue between the northern, aud 
southern hemispheres. From time im- 
memorial that has been the day dedi- 
cated to jokes and quips and pranks of 
a!! kinds.
